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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The Amendment filed on 10/9/03 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-4 and 8-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Lane in view of Urquhart et al. 

Lane discloses the invention substantially as claimed except for a slot at the wide 
end. As best understood of the specification, this "wide end" slot is for threading of the 
paper sheet. In that regard, Urquhart et al teaches an alternative means of threading 
the sheet from a roll wherein the device include a wide end slot (near 12 in Fig. 1) and a 
narrow end (at 14 in Fig. 1) for the purpose of threading the sheet from the wide end 
down to the narrow end. Thus, it would have been obvious to the ordinary artisan at the 
time of the instant invention to provide the device of Lane with the slot at the wide end 
as taught and suggested by Urquhart et al in order to facilitate threading of the sheet in 
an alternative manner. Based upon the modification above, it would also have been 
obvious to the ordinary artisan to place the "narrow end bar" (which is for the purpose 
of facilitating the tearing action of the sheet) towards the narrow end depending on the 
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optimum placement for the user, since it has been held that rearranging parts of an 
invention involves only routine skill in the art. In re Japikse, 86 USPQ 70. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 10/9/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to Applicant's basic argument that neither Uquart nor Lane includes 
certain capabilities or features, this argument is traversed. Whether or not the 
references can be mounted both vertically and horizontally is not germane to the claims 
at bar when the claims do not include any limitations where such consideration may be 
necessary. Moreover, the reversibility that Applicant argues is clearly taught or inherent 
in the references since the user can reverse the feed of the roll. Even Applicant's own 
invention cannot reverse feed without the user physically rewinding the roll.
